YTASHINGTOX. Dee. 4. —Senator Burrows today introduced a bill to provide 


for tlit! exclusion and deportation of alien anarchists. The first section of the bill 
Is as follows: 


"ThJit mi alien anarchists shall hereafter be permitted to land at any port, of 


the United Stali-s or be admitted into the fnlti-'d States; that this provision shall 
nut bfc so construed as to apply to political refugees or political offenders other 
tiian such anarchists." 


ThT- second 'section directs tlie special board of inquiry authorized by the in-.- 


migration laws in make diligent investigation concerning the antecedents of any 
nllcn wkms adroissiun into th<- Tnitod Suites who is suspected of being ar, 
anarchist and authorizing Ihe board to no evc-n to the extent of examination or 
.'the person of suspect aliens. 


Section three provides I'or tlie return i,f persons to their native countries who 


have secured admission uj the United Slates contrary to law and who have after- 
ward been found In be anarchists. 


The f o u r t h sr-ction proviiln.s that when any alien is' convicted of crime in 


T.'nitt'd States Court and it shall appear from the evidence that he is an anarchist 
the presiding Judge shall direct a f u r t h e r hearing, and if. the Judge is satisfied 
that thi; convicted alient is an a n a r r h i H t or that his remaining in this country 
be a menace to sovf.-rnment or society in general, he may direct that in additioi 
to other punishmuius adjudged, the. convicted alien, after undergoing such punish- 
ments, shall be deporti'd at the expense of the United States to the country where 
he came from, and if lie returns tu the United States, shall be punished by impris 
onment at hard labor not exceeding five years and afterwards be deported. 


Provision is made lor the appointment 
of twelve immigration agents at a 


salary of $2,f,(») each to make investigations in foreign 
countries concerning in- 


tended immigrants. 


The sixth and last section oE the bill provides that "the fact that an alien 


has tleelared his i n t e n t i o n tn become a citizen of the United States shall consti- 
t u t e no bar to proceedings against him under this act."*
